CALIFORNIA FOB SltVKB. 


Opinion* of 
Its Congr«H» and News- 


papers. 


The San Francisco Examiner, which 


has generally been classed as an anti- 
silver paper, seems disposed at present 
to give both sides of the question. To 
ascertain on which side of the finan- 
cial question the Golden State may be 
classed, it propounds the following to 
the several editors of the state, and 
interviewed such of its senators and rep- 
resentatives as were accessible: 


"Should California be classed among 


what are popularly known as the Silver 
States? 


The Examine f says: "The time is 


most opportune for putting the query. 
What is popularly called the " Silver 
Question" is the paramount issue at 
present before the nation. Congress 
will within a few days assemble in 
extraordinary session to deliberate 
upon it; the president and his advisers 
are making the consideration of it their 
chief concern, the advocates of a bi- 
metallic coinage have gathered together 
from all parts of the country and will 
open to-mor-iow in Chicago the most 
formidable convention that has ever 
assembled in the United States for the 
consideration of a monetary question; 
bankers, merchants and farmers hi 
every part of the union are deeply 
interested in the subject. It is there' 
fore of particular interest to learn, how 
hi the opinion of the -persons best 
qualified to know, our stats should be 
classed. 


The preponderance of sentiment in 


the answers which are printed herewith 
iri in favor of classing California among 
the " Silver States." The letters from 
a valuable contribution on the current 
discussion of the subject. 


In addition to the letters of the state 


editors the jRu.awwiei^presents brief 
interviews with such of our senators 
and representatives as were accessible 
yesterday. They are as follows: 


SENATOR PERKINS. 
" The great mass of the people, in my 
opinion, are in favor of bimetallism. 
They want both gold and silver. I think 
they also want paper money and all on 
an equal basis. I believe that they want 
the Sherman act repealed and legisla- 
tion that will put in circulation the 
$400,000,000 locked up in the treasury." 


CONGRESSMAN E. F, LOUD 


•' I do not think that California is a 


silver state. She has no reason to be 
so because of the amount of silver pro- 
duced, for that is comparatively small, 
and in my opinion the state has no 
interest beyond that of other states in 
the silver question. I believe that the 
production of silver in Nevada in the 
past fifteen years has been a detriment 
to the advance of California. The 
amount of silver taken out of the 
mines has cost more to the people of 
the state in assessments than the 
amount of bullion extracted. We are 
simply interested. I believe, in seeing 
that a sound financial policy is inau- 
gurated." 


CONGltESSMAN OAMINBTT1. 


" A poll of the people, in my opinion, 


would result in a great majority for 
silver. I am certain that such would 
be the result in the district that I rep- 
resent. I gather my ideas from obser- 
vation and discussion with people in 
various sections of the state. We cer- 
tainly need more money, and as silver 
has been used as the companion of gold 
it should presumably be the metal 
used to relieve the stringency in the 
money market. I believe that the 
Sherman act should be repealed, as it 
has not done anything for silver and 
was not calculated to benefit the white 
metal. Bimetallism, I think, is the 
proper thing in the present condition 
of affairs." 


CONGRESSMAN JAMES G. MAGUIHE. 
" The Sherman act has been of no 


benefit to California. The government 
should never interfere with the people's 
exchanges or with the media of ex- 
exchange. The only function of the 
Government should be to stamp on 
gold and silver the weight and fineness 
of each. To this end the mints should 
be always open to the free coinage of 
gold and silver, leaving the laws of 
trade and the contracts of the people 
to determine how their values shall 
compare. 


"For its own purpose the govern- 


ment should issue treasury notes to 
the extent of the annual revenue." 


The answers of fifty-nine editors of 


newspapers in various parts of the 
state are given in the 
Examiner. 


Forty-six favor the remonetization of 
silver and answer the question in the 
affirmative, while only thirteen ar e for 
the gold standard.

NEVADA'S EXHIBIT. 


It IB a Fine Display and Attracts Great 


Attention. 


From the Chicago Dispatch. 


Hon. J. A. Yeriiigton, chairman ol 


the Nevada state board of world's fair 
commission, has been one of the busi- 
est men in Chicago daring the past 
few -weeks, and now has the satisfac- 
tion of seeing his state occupying a 
prominent place among the exhibitors 
of the world's fair. 
The state o) 


Nevada was rather slow in getting to 
the fair with its displays, and for a 
time it was feared she had deserted the 
enterprise. Towards the end of April, 
however, Mr. Yerington arrived upon 
the scene and in his wake came a col- 
lection of exhibits that bid fair to 
prove dangerous competitors in then- 
respective departments. Since then, 
Mr. Yerington has labored incessantly 
in arranging the different exhibits and 
those who have visited the Nevada 
booths in the mines, agricultural and 
ethnological buildings are ready to 
admit of the success of his efforts. 


Most prominent among the state's 


exhibits in the agricultural building 
are the magnificent displays of grapes 
figs and almonds. The rich wheat and 
other cereals cause much comment, as 
few people have ever credited Nevada 
with being an agricultural state. 


" You see we can raise grain as well 


as Illinois and figs and grapes as well as 
California," said commissioner Yering- 
ton to a reporter for the Dispatch. 


" If the people would only believe 


that our farming lands can produce a 
value of $225 to an acre and that 
homes are cheap, there would be more 
immigration to our state," he contin- 
ued. 


"But your state ia all sand and 


mines," ventured the reporter. 
" That is an entirely mistaken idea,' 


said the gentleman from Nevada 
"Lincoln, Washoe, Douglass, Hum- 
boldt and Elko counties are drained by 
the Truckee, Carson, Humboldt, Colo- 
rado and Muddy rivers as well as 
dozens of minor rivers and creeks 
Aside from these we have mile after 
mile of canals and dams, which render 
irrigation easy. D. Bonellis, at Bio- 
ville, Lincoln county, shows what can 
be raised in the way of fruit, while our 
wheat display is among the best at the 
fair." 
" How is your state affected by the 


silver question ?" was asked. 


"The demonetization of silver will 


ruin us the same as it will ruin the 
other silver states. We only have a 
population of 47,000 and to-day over 
$150,000,000 worth of mining property is 
lying practically idle. 
Nevada pro- 


duces much silver, but, contrary to 
general belief, it also produces a great 
deal of gold. In proportion gold is 40 
per cent of the mine 
production. 


Should silver suffer our gold mines 
will suffer also, as the miner must have 
some other value in order to produce 
his gold. With silver at a fair value 
and gold at a fixed valuation Nevada is 
a prosperous state, and then give us 
immigrants, not miners, but farmers 
who build their homes, our state will 
be equal to any in the Union. Our 
farmers cannot yet compete against 
California for the eastern markets, but 
with a healthy mining interest to nour- 
ish our home product ion all would be 
well in a very short time." 


Mr. Yerington is also the representa- 


tive of the Nevada Silver leagues, and 
will speak at the silver convention next 
week. 


The almonds, figs and grapes in the 


Nevada exhibit, received a few days 
ago, is the first fruit to be shipped by 
any state west of the Rocky mountains.

FATAI, ACCIDENT. 


An Inmate of the 
County Hospital 


Instantly Killed Testerday Morn- 
ing. 
About 9 o'clock yesterday morning 


J. H. Ward, an inmate at the county 
hospital was instantly killed. 
The 


several versions of the 
occurrence 


which resulted In the death of Ward 
are somewhat conflicting. Ward, who 
has been an inmate of the hospital for 
the past eight months, suffering from 
partial paralysis, came to town Monday 
and returned to the hospital consider- 
ably under the influence of liquor, and 
as this was not the first occurrence of 
the kind O. W. Ayre, the superintend- 
ent, took him to task and told him he 
would have to leave the hospital Yes- 
terday morning Ward got up very 
early and came to town and returned 
about 9 o'clock very much intoxicated. 
Mr. Ayre again told him that he must 
leave the hospital at once; at which 
Ward became angry and very abusive, 
and told Ayre he would not leave and 
started to draw a big knife, when Ayre 
pushed him or struck him (some re- 
ports say it was a push while others 
say it was a blow), at which Charles 
Perkins, a nurse, stepped between them 
when Ward dropped his crutch, stag- 
gered and fell, striking his bead against 
an iron lying on the porch, fracturing 
his skull and dying hi a few moments. 
The nurse who stepped between Ayre 
and Ward says it was at least a minute 
after the push before Ward fell. Ayre 
surrendered himself to the sheriff. An 
inquest will be held at 9 o'clock this 
morning when, no doubt, all the facts 
surrounding the unfortunate occur- 
rence will be ascertained. Ward was 
about 44 years old and has a brothtwr 
residing at Kye Patch, who has been 
notified by telegraph and is expected 
here to-morrow morning. Mr. Ayre is 
an old and respected citizen of Washoe 
county.

casions. We may he quite sure that 
General Lee never paused in the course 
of a battle to look after distressed birda 
He was a man of fine feeling undoubt- 
edly, but it does not follow that he was 
in the habit of making himself senti- 
mentally absurd. 
The story, in short, is not characteris- 


tic, and so it has no historical value. A 
distinguished man's .fame is harmed 
rather than helped when he is thus rep- 
resented as manifesting himself in an il- 
logical and improbable manner. 
Ifc 


would be easy to believe of Lee that he 
stooped to ease the pain of a wounded 
soldier or that he gave hia rations to a 
hungry prisoner, but it is not reasonable 
io suppose that his instinct of sympathy 
betrayed him into the girlish act which 
this story attributes to him. And thus 
it is with hundreds of other anecdotes 
that are used to impart an enlivening 
flavor to the dreariness of history. 


The anecdote is a desirable thing in 


works which are intended to convey a 
vivid impression of historical occur- 
rences or celebrated personalities, but it 
needs to be employed judiciously and 
with a rational sense of fitness. There 
is no advantage gained when such mat- 
ter is introduced for tho mere purpose of 
giving variety where there would other- 
wise be monotony. The anecdote's pros- 
perity lies in its adaptability to the char- 
acter that is being portrayed and its 
service as a striking illustration of an in- 
dividual trait or tendency. We often 
get a better idea of a man from some 
simple story of his denoting tastes or 
caprices than from the labored accounts 
of his more important proceedings, but 
the story must be carefully adjusted to 
the logic of tho man's life and the salient 
facts of his career, or its intention will 
be defeated. 


The best historians and biographers 


undei stand this and are accordingly as 
painstaking and solicitous in the case of 
an anecdote as in that of a problem of 
serious interest. They do no%t tell stories 
of that sort for superficial effect or to 
quicken the reader's nagging attention, 
but to emphasize a given characteristic 
and to fill a practical want in the way 
of description or analysis. The anecdote 
supplements and illuminates the heavier 
features of the narrative. It is used 
with discrimination and not in a light 
and promiscuous manner. The picture 
would not be complete without it. The 
character would be dim and distant in 
the absence of such aid to the apprecia- 
tion of governing motives and peculiari- 
ties.It is not really essential that anecdotes 
thus employed shall be literally true. 
Some of the best of them are pure inven- 
tions, which have the rare merit of being 
well imagined. A story that has a rea- 
sonable degree of probability and that 
can bo credited consistently with what 
is known of the general qualities of a 
character is useful even when it is not 
positively accurate. There are some fic- 
tions of that kind which are worth more 
in their way than many ponderous and 
tiresome facts. All of the great figures 
in history owe something to these con- 
venient fables. They are identified with 
certain anecdotes that keep them in easy 
remembrance and that enable ns to make 
close acquaintance with them. 
DnJ the 


anecdotes must have the virtue of plau- 
sibility, or they will not answer the piir 
pose. 
Unless they represent things winch 


might have happened without contra- 
diction of the character to which they 
relate there is no justification for them, 
and they are a reproach to tho writer 
who uses them as well as a damage to 
the man whom they are designed to 
benefit. The philosophy of the matter is 
all contained in the statement that groat 
men, like small ones, are expected to be 
true to the laws of their lives 
Anec- 


dotes which come within this rale are 
historically valuable, whether strictly 
true or only products of fancy, and those 
which fall outside of it are silly and mis- 
chievous, regardless of the reputation cf 
the author or the purpose of the decep- 
tion.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat

Nature's Protection For Unripe Fruit. 
For protection from the animal -world 


immature fruits have developed a num- 
ber of interesting devices. Almost uni- 
versally "green" fruits BO harmonize 
with surrounding color as to escape de- 
tection. In fact, the hazel nut is envel- 
oped in a leafy coat •which renders it in- 
conspicuous. The nutritious albumen 
of the seed is often fortified by such im- 
penetrable shells as those of the cocoa- 
nut and others. Perhaps there is a for- 
midable armament of prickles, as in the 
chestnut, or stinging hairs, as is the case 
with some pods. 
Characteristic of immature fruits are 


disagreeable 
taste and consistence. 


Compare an unripe peach, sour and 
stringy, with the same fruit in its lus- 
cious maturity. But all these contriv- 
ances fail to repel certain enemies of 
growing fruits. The apple's inconspic- 
nottaness, toughness and sourness are of 
little avail against the young progeny of 
the genus homo.—J. W. Folsom in Pop- 
jlar Science Monthly.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp i>. si. 
Dial clock indicates tlie time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to buddle. Bugle 
calls the horbes to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 


after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of tho animal, that do not send thenorso 
out promptly ut post signal will bo fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must bo made to 
tho Secretary on or before the l(,t day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries foi" tlie running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before (5 
o'clock 1', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
unmo to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start tho day before the race at 0 p. St. 


Horses entered in purses can only bo drawn 


by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors ot tho rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at tho meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race ib sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, throe horsenof differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by tho executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry nve pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighinir the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one- 
person, or in one interest, tlie particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 0 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing- races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


AH Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 


the rate of 60, 80 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races aro the best- 
three in five, unless otherwise specified i five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided jirorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning- 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between beats. 


When toss than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for tuo 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
00% to the flrnt and Wf/3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 


more than one moneyi 


At the discretion of tho Board, and without 
notice, tho entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running-race, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing.
